Each year we claim more and 
more land for gardening and crop 
purposes, to feed our increased 
population. There are the careless 
also who have almost done away 
with Trailing Arbutus and other 
lovely flowers and wildlife. Prof- 
Henderson said: 
“There is nothing that hurts me 
more than to see a handful of wilt­ 
ed wild flowers that someone pick­ 
ed, then threw away before he even 
left the woods . . . To move wild 
flowers out of their native haunts 
and w atch them pine away an d ! 
die is almost criminal.” 


Should Ask Questions 
When Picking Flowers 


Ask yourself these questions be­ 
fore picking wild flowers: are there 
enough of these flowers for all to 
pick? Can the bloom be picked 
without injuring the leaves and j 
plant? Is the flower one that will 
reproduce from bulbs or offsets, 
rather than seeds? Will more pro-

However, these j professional appraisers to deter- 
men are fearful of being placed on 
the “ Most Wanted” list as evi­ 
denced by the fact that one man 
turned himself in when he ap­ 
peared on it and another commit­ 
ted suicide. 
The increase in crime as’noted 
in the FBI report was described 
by Agent Brannon as five per cent. 
Every 14 seconds of every day a 
major crime is committed some 
place in the nation. 
The speaker gave the FBI’s his­ 
tory, stating that it was organized 
in 1908 as an investigating agency 
of the Department of Justice. He 
compared his agency’s work with 
other government groups such as 
secret service, narcotics, tax, al­ 
coholic and several others and 
cited the types of cases which each 
investigates. The FBI handles 134 
different types of cases, most of 
which involve transportation of 
property across the state lines. The 
FBI’s present authorized strength 
is 6 ,0 0 0 .

Same Everywhere 


With the British Tories staking their con­ 
tinuing tenure on a national election May 26, 
it is noteworthy that the government cut 
taxes for every citizen old enough to cast a 
ballot. The reduction averages five per cent. 
The structure of the British government 
and its elections vary with those of the 
United States, but this action by Prime Min­ 
ister Eden's administration identifies the sci­ 
ence of politics as unvarying in the free 
countries. In the year ended last month the 
British budget showed a surplus of $1.3 bil­ 
lion. It is estimated that, after the tax cut, 
there wil lbe a surplus this year of more than 
$500 million. 
So the Ton’ government could have re­ 
duced taxes at any time in the last year with­ 
out unbalancing the budget. But it held hack 
until the time when the cut would be fresh 
in the minds of poll-going voters. 
The reduction will stimulate industry and 
employment by increasing consumer pur­ 
chasing power. But if anyone thinks econom­ 
ic policy can be separated from politics, he 
has only to look at the staid old British Con­ 
servatives who want to win the election so 
badly they will overlook no political bets, 
demagogic or otherwise. 


I lie Yellow Peril 


Red China is increasing in power so rap­ 
idly that the time may come when it will be 
arrayed against the world, including Russia. 
This is the opinion of Dr. Wilhelm Starlinger, 
a German physician who spent nine years in 
Russian labor camps. 
His theory is based on the fact that Red 
China’s population is increasing at the rate 
of 20 million a year.’By official Soviet figures 
the population today is 600 million. 
The only outlet for Chinese population is 
Northern Asia, now held bv Russia, which 
faces the alternative of giving up this area to 
China in the future or fighting. When that 
time comes, according to the prediction of Dr. 
Starlinger. Russia will have no alternative 
but to join Western powers for its own sur­ 
vival. 
World conditions are changing so rapidly 
that friends of today are tomorrow’s ene­ 
mies, and vice versa.

WASHINGTON .•? — The State Department tore 
its pants again — this time on one word, “discussion” 
— and quickly did an about-face. Secretary of State 
Dulles applied the patches, with Red China watching. 
The department was just recovering from two em­ 
barrassing situations into which it got itself: leaking 
the Yalta papers and firing Edward Corsi, recently 
hired immigration adviser. 
Suddenly on Saturday the department was con­ 
fronted with one of the most sensational develop­ 
ments of 1955: Red China offered to talk peace. 
Neither President Eisenhower nor Secretary of State 
Dulles was in town. 
Both men had hoped mightily for a cease-fire with 
the Communists but Eisenhower was at his farm 
near Gettysburg. Pa., and Dulles was resting at his 
vacation home on an island in Lake Ontario. 
Herbert Hoover Jr., acting secretary of state, 
talked by phone with Eisenhower for an hour. It 
would seem that on anything as important as Red 
China’s proposal, the department would take time to 
consider all angles. 
But it promptly issued a statement. This state­ 
ment could have said the United States, whiie wel­ 
coming peaceful suggestions, would like to know a 
little more of what Red China had in mind. That 
would have left the next move to Red China. 
The Communists had said they wanted to talk of 
“ relaxing tension in the Formosa area.” That could 
mean talking about a cease-fire in the area. It did 
not necessarily mean the Reds wanted to talk about 
getting Formosa. 
They claim Formosa. But the United States is 
bound by treaty with Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist 
government on Formosa to defend that island. In­ 
stead of waiting to find out precisely what the Reds 
had in mind, the department’s statement said: 
The statement got a bad reaction among Asians, 
even those wrho had been most critical of Red China. 
Then early Tuesday Sen. George (D-Ga ), who some-1 
times seems to be trying to give the Eisenhower 
administration a sense of direction in foreign affairs, 
spoke out. 
He said there could be cease-fire talks with Red 
China without Nationalist China. 
A few hours after George’s views were known, 
Dulles, back from his rest, told a news conference 
there could be cease-fire talks without the presence 
of Chiang. 
But what about that Saturday statement of the de­ 
partment which said Chiang would have to sit in on 
any “discussion concerning” the Formosa area? 
Dulles replied that the statement had said this coun­ 
try would not discuss a “disposal” of the Formosa 
area. But he was wrong. 
Chiang, the American ally, could naturally be ex 
pected to sit in on any discussion concerning the dis­ 
posal of Formosa or the Chiang held islands. But 
the State Department did not say anything about 
“disposal.” 
Dulles was asked if he had seen the department’s 
Saturday statement or approved it while he was at 
Lake Ontario. 
“No,” said Dulles, “ I was away. When I get away 
I am really away, up there.”

Half-Pint Lily Pons Is All Charm, 
But Audiences Can Still Scare Her

NEW YORK—For a real charm­ 
er, I give you Lily Pons. 
It’s not anything she works at 
— she doesn’t have to work at it, 
and there isn’t much of her; but 
what there is, the whole half-pint 
of Pons, is solid charm. 
A mite of a singer with a mon­ 
ster of a reputation, Miss Pons 
has an audience that has grown 
from the little provincial opera 
houses of her native France to the 
bigger centers of Paris and New 
York, the world’s largest concert 
stages, and lately, uncounted radio 
and TV fans. 
When she works, she goes at it 
hard; when she rests, ditto. She 
rests in a home she used to have 
in Connectivut; or in, France; or 
in a new home in the West; or 
in her apartment in New York 
where I saw her. Here with Ma­ 
tisse, Utrillo, Braque and Dufy, all 
French and all modernist, looking 
down at you from the walls — and 
maybe out the windows, too, at the 
East River vistas north, south and 
east, Miss Pons said: 
“I’ve always wanted to build 
my home, and now I’ve done it. 
In Palm Springs, Calif. Perched on 
a sort of a saddle of a mountain.” 
She shows pictures of it: walls 
in pastel colors chosen by her, 
brighter divans and cushions, rich 
rugs, brilliantly striped tenting, a 
swimming pool, and her initials, 
LP, twisted and cuddled together

fashion, 
for 
designs in the rugs and for the 
plots in the formal flower garden. 
She likes parties, 
she enjoys 
company ; and parties and company 
like her, for she is vivacious and 
witty. But she’s no party-goer, and 
says she never was: 
‘‘After a concert I must be alone. 
I’ve been nervous all day —” 
“Me Nervous,” she insists. ‘‘It 
used to be worse. I was nervous 
from the time I woke up in the 
morning, at 7 or 8; I was so ner­ 
vous I could be sick. I’m not so 
nervous now, I say to myself, it’s 
silly, nothing can happen, people 
love me, I love the people. So it’s 
better. But I’m still nervous.” 
‘‘I have to keep my health,” she 
continued. ‘‘I can’t go out to night 
clubs. From the very first I said 
to myself, my career alone must 
matter, my career was my reli­ 
gion. I wanted perfection.” 
Is it easier to keep people away 
here, or in France? Which place 
has more temptations to ween her 
from a career? 
‘‘This country” — she’s been a 
citizen 15 years. ‘‘There are more 
distractions here. Of course it is 
not perhaps just the way it ought | 
to be even in France. Education I 
there is taken more seriously, per­ 
haps too seriously; here much less 
seriously, 
perhaps 
not seriously I 
enough.” 
She wished there were more op­ 
era houses in this country. She { 
wished there were more sympho-1 


nies — ‘‘not all Brahms and Beet­ 
hoven, either,” she argued, waving 
them off, ‘‘but some of the pro­ 
grams of more varied, fresher fare 
that New York Philharmonic audi­ 
ences have been hearing on Satur­ 
day nights.” She was referring to 
the series in which her husband, 
Andre Kostelanetz, has taken over 
the Philharmonic podium for two 
seasons now. 
• 
Miss Pons' coloratura is most 
often heard in the roles of Rosina, 
which she is doing with the Met­ 
ropolitan this year in New York 
and on tour, and Lucia, Gilda and 
Lakme. Despite the radio and TV 
programs, opera is her field; and 
her fan mail now as always, she 
says, invariablly mentions opera.
